Built to carry fifty fully-equip­ 
ped and armed soldiers, these mam­ 
moth airplanes have fuselages as 
roomy as railway cars. Hailed by 
aviation experts as the largest and 
most versatile cargo transports in 
the air today, these C-54s are co­ 
lossal in flight, their four power­ 
ful engines driving them through 
the air at terrific speeds. Prodigi­ 
ous amounts of w ar equipment can 
be loaded into their spacious holds 
for high-speed transportation to 
combat 
areas 
throughout 
the 
world. 
This giant w ar piane is the con­ 
tribution of commercial aviation to 
the war effort. F irst developed for, 
and ordered by, the principal air­ 
lines of America as a transcontin­ 
ental luxury passenger plane — 
and in actual production for the 
airlines — this plane was rapidly 
converted to m ilitary use, and thus 
constitutes another contribution of 
the airlines of America to the war 
effort. 
High tribute to this great plane 
was paid by Major General H. L. 
George of the Army Air Forces, 
who said, “Not every ‘Skym aster’ 
will carry our Commander-in-Chief, 
as did that epoch-making sister 
ship, but each one will help trans­ 
port arms and supplies to the Al­ 
lied fighting forces on our many 
far-flung battle fronts throughout 
the world.” 
It is understood th at after dis­ 
charging its load here, this air 
giant will be delivered to the East 
Coast, where it will be readied for 
service in some unknown combat 
area across the Atlantic.

Commander W ashburn previously 
was Commanding Officer of the 
Station from 1936 to 1938, during 
which time the activity was a 
flight elimination base for naval 
reserve aviation training. 
In the short space of 12 months 
the station has grown from ap­ 
proximately 230 to 1200 acres, its 
complement of enlisted men from 
120 to 3500, its staff of officers 
from 20 to 300, and its fleet of 
training planes from 30 to 350. 
The training scope has so ex­ 
panded that it now includes 29 
outlying fields and the one aux­ 
iliary field at Arlington Heights.

Spring fires, caused by rubbish 
burning, prairie fires and kindred 
causes took their toll about A r­ 
lington Heights early this week.

still alarm , a few firemen went to 
the Therm altite 
plant where a 
prairie fire threatened a pile of 
lumber. 
Save Home 
Rudolph Bauer, while on his way 
from w'ork to his home in Arling­ 
ton Heights at 4:30 Friday morn­ 
ing, discovered a small blaze in the 
upper 
window' 
of 
the 
Harvey 
Klehm home on Route 58, recently 
sold to Mr. Curtis. He awakened 
the Geo. Harmenings, from which 
place a phone call brought out the 
Arlington Heights fire department. 
The fire was extinguished with only 
small damage to the building. 
It is presumed that the fire was 
started by spontaneous combustion 
from a collection of shavings and 
varnish in the bag of a sanding 
machine that w’as operated the 
previous day and not emptied.

.OU’D never guess my age! But there’s only one 
reason I look so young and work like a brand new 
washer. That’s because my boss gives me special war­ 
time care. She’s smart. She knows she can’t get a new 
washer now, so she’s making sure I keep working 
for the duration. 


Do as she does — It’s very simple 
to follow my owner’s example. 
The first thing to remember is to 
dean the washer after using it. 
Wash, rinse and dry wringer rolls, 
also release pressure to prevent 
rubber rolls from flattening.

Rub the tub—The tub should 
also be washed, but not scoured. 
Use a mild soap with warm water. 
And after rinsing the tub, use a 
soft doth to dry it. Oh yes! and 
don’t forget to remove the agita­ 
tor and wash under it, too.

Lody, be careful — Don’t drop 
the agitator because it might chip 
the porcelain. The metal would 
then rust and eventually result in 
a leak. You ought to treat the en­ 
amel on your washer like you do 
the fine finish on your furniture. 


Keep it under cover — When 
you are finished with the washer, 
' cover it with a cloth to keep it 
free from dust and dirt. And re­ 
member, at the first sign of motor 
trouble, call an expert repair man. 
You’ll save money in the end. 


Sove the cord— Be sure to keep 
the cord off the wet floor, never 
roll the washer over cord. Re­ 
member, too, when moving the 
machine, that the wringer should 
be direcdy over tub. It will pre­ 
vent the washer from, tipping. 


W hat about lubrication ? 


Well, it depends on 
the make and age of 
washer. N o general 
instructions cover all 
types. So I suggest 
that you follow the 
manufacturer’s in­ 
structions for lubri­ 
cating your washer. 
If you no longer 
have these instruc­ 
tions available, see your Electric Appliance 
dealer. . . and you’d better see him right soon, 
if your washer hasn’t been lubricated recently.

They also had th eir share 
of 
bedbugs 
and 
lice 
but 
kept 
them under control by organizing 
cleaning parties. 
E very .m onth there w’as a su­ 
perficial medical exam ination. On 
one 
occasion 
a 
prisoner 
com­ 
plained th a t diseases w’ere spread­ 
ing because of overcrowded con­ 
ditions. 
“There are too m any men in 
our room ,” was the com plaint. 
To this a Stanford-educated J a ­ 
panese doctor replied, “ Why don’t 
you put skirts on some of th em ?” 
Three tim es a day the prisoners 
were compelled to stand in line 
for roll call. 
Inm ates of various 
rooms were forbidden to speak to 
prisoners 
in 
other 
rooms, 
but 
they risked punishm ent by pass­ 
ing 
m essages 
back 
and" forth 
through 
a 
hastily 
constructed 
“grapevine.” 
D uring the first two m onths of 
im prisonm ent, 
Bellaire 
and 
his 
cell companions were on display 
like circus freaks. 
High govern­ 
m ent 
officials, 
some 
bringing 
wives 
and children, 
visited the 
camp daily to see “w hite men be­ 
hind bars.” 
This attractio n w'as 
especially popular w ith arm y of­ 
ficers. The prisoners were forced 
to stand while the Ja p officers 
stared a t them , som etim es giving 
lectures, 
telling 
them 
th a t 
the 
Japanese forces w’ould soon cap­ 
ture W ashington and London, add­ 
ing th a t until then the prisoners 
could 
expect 
to 
rem ain 
incom­ 
municado. 
“The era of the w hite m an is 
ended,” they said. “E m peror Hi- 
rohito will now' rule the w orld.” 
On several occasions during the 
w inter, the cam p’s m eager coal 
supply became exhausted. Some of 
the prisoners rem ained in bed to 
keep from freezing. Alm ost all of 
them suffered such severely chap­ 
ped 
hands 
th a t 
their 
knuckles 
cracked open. Suffering from the 
cold was increased by the regula­ 
tion 
forbidding 
the w earing of 
shoes indoors. 
W orse than the physical suffer­ 
ing were the m ental tortu res to 
which the captives were subject­ 
ed. 
Frequently 
pjain-eiothesm en 
read Japanese reports to the cap­ 
tives, alleging Am erican atrocities 
against Japanese internees, with 
the im plication th at serious retal­ 
iation was being planned against 
the A m ericans held by the J a p ­ 
anese. 
The 
obvious intention 
of the 
Japanese was to break dow'n the 
m orale of their captives—'but they 
failed — although they were un­ 
able to understand why. 
Robert Bellaire returned to the 
United States w ith the Am erican 
diplom ats and correspondents wffio 
were exchanged for the Japanese 
who were interned in the United 
States a t the outbreak of the wrar.

READING & WRITING 
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BERNARD DE VOTO 


‘DD the year 1846 to the list of important dates in Amer­ 
ican history. That’s the year which decided the size and shape of things 
to come for our country, according to Bernard DeVoto, who has 
written a great book about it. The title 
is “The Year of Decision: 1846” and it’s 
the Book-of-the-Month Club selection for 
April. 
It wras in 1846 that the United States 
engaged in a war w7ith Mexico that brought 
into its boundaries New Mexico and Cali­ 
fornia. It was in that same year that the 
great Westward movement of covered 
wagon trains made the country a conti­ 
nental nation reaching from the Atlantic 
seaboard to the Pacific, and that the Mor­ 
mons made their trek to the Great Salt 
Lake. 
It was in 1846, also, that the problem 
of free states versus slave states was first brought into the open, a 
problem that was solved only by the Civil War. Mr. DeVoto even 
goes so far as to say that it was in 18*6 that the Civil War itself was 
really decided, when a young Army Lieutenant noted the terrible fire 
pow7er of massed artillery, in an engagement against the Mexicans and 
remembered the maneuver twenty years later. The Lieutenant’s name 
was Ulysses S. Grant. 
The Year of Decision: 1846” is a fact book that reads as excitingly 
as fiction. There is the story of John 
Charles Fremont and the Bear Flag 
Revolt in California, of Francis Park­ 
man on the Oregon Trail, of Doni­ 
phan’s march with the First Missouri. 
There is the full account of the tragedy 
of the Donner Party, which got lost in 
the snows of the High Sierras and, in 
hunger, desperation and panic, turned 
to cannibalism to ward off starvation. 
ata* 
Flere’svsome miscellaneous information culled from “The Year of 
Decision: 1846” : 
The discovery of gold in California was brought about because of a 
slight engineering miscalculation. James Marshall 
was buildirtg a saw­ 
mill for John Sutter. 
The water wheel was set too low and so the 
channel 
had 
to 
be 
deepened. 
That 
deepening brought up the first nug­ 
gets that developed into the Gold Rush 
of ’49. 
The notion that the westward mi­ 
gration was made up of penniless ad­ 
venturers is false. It took money to 
equip a wagon train, and those who were 
most hit by the depression couldn’t 
afford to do so. 
One of the reasons the United States 
was able to acquire Oregon from Great 
Britain was that a British commission 
sent to investigate the territory reported that it “had found the 
country insufficiently supplied with hot water for bathing.” 


Theak-Yan Hee or 
Wolf road it's 
all the same 


Theak — Yan Kee or Wolf road, 
it’s all the same to the natives. 
A Chicago real 
estate 
firm, in 
checking records of titles, discov­ 
ered the origin of the road. 
It seems that the once powerful 
Algonquin Indian tribe which in­ 
habited New York state in the 17th 
century was divided into three ma­ 
jor clans known as the “ Bear,” the 
“Wolf” and the “Turtle.” 
In 1670 the “Wolf” clan moved 
westward to what is now northern 
Indiana and Illinois. Many of its 
members 
made 
their 
hunting 
grounds in the Kankakee area and 
over a period of years beat a well 
traveled trail to the north. 
This trail was named “Theak-a- 
kee Yan-ac-kee” which, according 
to translators, means “the trail of 
the wolf through the wonderful 
land.” White settlers changed the 
name to Wolf trail and later Wolf 
road, the name it bears today.

“At the present time there is a 
feverish rush on the part of many 
twons people to put out Victory 
Gardens,” states Farm Adivser C. 
A. Hughes. “We feel this is O. K. 
and 
where 
conditions 
justify 
everybody should put in gardens 
and preserve all the food they can 
for next year. However, the num­ 
ber of city dwellers who can raise 
such gardens is very small and it 
usually applies to those in the sub­ 
urbs. The amount of food they will 
produce compared to the amount 
commercially produced will neces­ 
sarily be very, very small. It is 
our opinion that those who do put 
out such gardens should not allow 
their emotions to run away with 
them in such effort. Many patches 
of quack grass will be plowed up 
and a better crop of quack raised 
than lettuce and beans. Our sug­ 
gestion is in such areas that small­ 
er plots be used and an effort be 
made to get all the quack roots 
out of the ground before a garden 
is put in. 
“We also suggest the crops that 
are available to the am ateur gar­ 
dener 
are 
limited. 
We 
vwould 
strongly urge that crops subject 


to insect damage, be left out of 
such gardens and the regular com­ 
mercial gardener who is exper­ 
ienced 
in 
handling 
such 
crops 
should raise them. These crops in­ 
clude pickles, 
cucumbers, 
early 
planted 
squash, 
cabbage, 
cauli­ 
flower, egg-plant, broccoli, and all 
other crops that are attacked by 
aphids in large numbers. 


“Crops that can be successful­ 
ly grown are lettuce, set onions, 
radishes, spinach, beans, tomatoes 
and carrots. Also on thin pieces of 
ground, w7hich many of these va­ 
cant lots usually are, fertilizers 
should be used up to fifty pounds 
to every thousand 
square feet. 
Manure cannot be secured and the 
usual plot will be very deficient 
in organic m atter. Therefore we 
suggest the victory gardener lim­ 
it the size of his plot and give it 
especially good care to keep the 
wreeds out, and in this w7ay he will 
produce more food and waste less 
seed and fertilizer. There wilI still 
be ample food supplies we insist, 
but of a different character from 
the diet we have formerly been 
used to.”

Supplies of spinach are heavier, 
and spinach is the best buy in 
greens. Some of the luxury-type 
vegetables, like 
cauliflower

broccoli, have been selling a little 
lower, but they’re still high. There 
is now a moderate supply of caul­ 
iflower on the m arket from Calif­ 
ornia. Some root vegetables, such 
as parsnips, rutabagas, and turn­ 
ips, remain at fairly high levels. 
At the fruit counters, 
apples, 
oranges, and grapefruit are in best 
supply. Prices on the citrus fruits 
remain at ceilings.

grapefruit is coming from Texas, 
and the southern juice oranges are 
Seiling somewhat below the Calif­ 
ornia dessert type oranges.

“Potato growers who do not use 
good seed are starting out with 
two strikes against them, for the 
quality and yield of tubers they 
will dig later depends upon the 
seed they plant now,” says J. P. 
McCollum, assistant chief in vege­ 
table crops, University of Illinois 
College of Agriculture. 
Late matured, northern grown, 
certified seed is recommended by 
McCollum, since it is relatively 
free from disease and capable of 
producing strong, vigorous sprouts. 
Blocky seed pieces with one good 
eye each should be used, for they 
dry out less readily and may be 
handled more easily than elongat­ 
ed pieces. Large tubers may be 
cut into pieces from one to one 
and one-half ounces in size. 
Best results will be ^obtained if 
planting is done immediately after 
cutting in order to prevent drying, 
but if this is impractical* the seed 
can be stored to facilitate wound 
healing. If left in piles, they will J 
cause heating and decay. A tem- 
perature of 70 degrees Fahrenheit 
and high humidity will bring about 
cork formation on the cut surfaces 
within a few days. This treatm ent 
should be used after starchy m at­ 
erial on the cut seed has been 
washed off. 
Early potatoes should be planted 
as soon as possible in the spring 
or when the soil tem perature ap­ 
proaches 40 degrees Fahrenheit, he 
says. Shallow planting (about two 
in. deep) is desirable for sprouts 
to emerge quickly. Close planting 
is preferable to enable plants to 
shade the soil.

if only heavy soils are available, 
they should be fall plowed, pre­ 
ferably in lands to facilitate drain­ 
age and early planting.

A complet fertilizer high in po­ 
tash placed slightly below- and to 
the side of the seed will give a 
good response. About 500 pounds 
of a 3-12-12 fertilizer is recom­ 
mended and .should be applied be­ 
fore or at the tim e of planting.
